Why, Brown- 
iow is the youngest man of his age 
(if I ufay be permitted a seeming 
paradox) in the United States, Ie is 
a true, progressive Republican. Prob- 
abjy you remember the fact that he 
intimated, in his message to the Leg- 
islature in 1869, that the time would 
come when the franchise would haye 
to be extended—that is, when it would | 
he safe to trust it in the hands of those 
who had been eonnected with the re- 
bellion—when, in fact, they had be- 
come loyal atthe late election. He 
felt that the time had come, and he 
advocated the extension of the fran- 
chise,”’

The Coming Contest in Mississippi--- 
Significant Letter from Ex-Sen- 
ater Brown to Judge Dent. 


[From the New York World of Saturday. } 
WASHINGTON, August 20.— Ex-Sen- 
ator Albert G. Brown, of Mississippi, 
has written a letter to Judge Dent, the 
Conservative candidate for Goyernor 
of that State, in which he says that it 
has neyer been ex pected hy any of the 
prominent men of the State that Deni 
would enter the canvass otherwise 
than a Republican, or that he wouid 
administer the government otherwise 
than on the Grant platform of equal 
rights to all men. The people of the 
State rogret that the President post- 
poned the election until the noth of 
November, not that it will miake any 
difference as tothe result, but that it 
Will have a disastrous influence upon 
the agricultural interests of the State. 
They regret that the President allows 
himseif to be persuadedthat the peo- 
ple of the State are not sincere and 
cannot be trusted. The main idea in 
asking Dent to take the head of the 
ticket was to assure the President of 
that sincerity. He says: 

If we had cpntemplated treachery is 
it likely we would give the leadership 
the President’s brother-in-law. 
Even Butler, I think, will give us 
credit for more sagacity than that. 
Now what haye we done? We have 
orotested our willingness to support 
the President on his own grounds. 


We have laid 4 platform of princi pees 
as we sincerely think in exact actor- 


dance with his policy. We have in- 
vited his brother-in-law, whom we 
supposed to be in fullsympathy with 
him personally gnd politically, to 
stand as our candidate for Governor, 
and we intend in September to puta 
ticket in the field Composed exclus- 
ively of the President’s acknowledged 
friends, and we intend to elect it if he 
will let us. 

All they ask is that the President 
earry out his promise made to the 
friends of Judge Dent, and see that a 
fair election be held. ‘To do this he 
must.check Gen. Ames, whoseadmin- 
istration is denounced by them as 
tyrannigal. They charge Ames with 
having turned Dent’s friends out of 
office, and that he is himself a candi- 
date for the United States Senate, 
Gov. Brown_ represents the great 
majority of the people of the State as 
for Dent. If the President is deter- 
mined to uphold Ames at the expense 
of driving trom his support nineteen- 


State, and sooner or later a large por- 
tion of colored voters, they think him | 
avery indifierent political tactician, 
haweyer greathe may be as a com- 
mander of armies. They do not 
know what course the President wiil 
pursue, but do know that brains and 
education wiil tell after q while, 
even on the gbtyse intellect of the 
negro, The letter in conclusion says; 
Vewant to be friendly with the 
President, but it depends on him 
whether we shall be so or not. To 
me, and many old men like myself, it 
winkes very little ditference, politically, 
course. things 
may take. There is hardly anything 
in the chapter of accident that can 
give us agein any active participation 
in theaffairs of governinent. Hut we 
want peace—-permanent, lasting 
peace, and would not leave to our 
Hsons the inheritance of avenging any 
wrong that may be indicted on ns, 
The Democrats wiil keep out of the 
Convention, but support the nominees 
if they stand square on the National 
Union Republican platform. If the 
Old line Whigs and Democrats vote 
for the President’s friends and to 
earry on his policy, it will not be 
necessary that they call themselyes 
Republicans, ‘“‘ A rose will smell] as 
sweet hy other name,”’ Te ad- 
vises Dent, to visit the State by the 
Ist of October, make his first speech 
at Jackson, and afterwards attend the 
mass meetings. An easy victory for 
Dent is anticipated. |

The area of these States, so scantily 
supplied with population, is capable 
of supporting in abundance and lux- 
ury half the population of the whole 
globe. But everything depends upon 
an increase of labor—on the develop- 
ment of the country. We are not 
confined for production to agriculture 
alone, but here is a vast field also for 
accumulation of wealth by the miner 
as well asthe manufacturer. Untold 
wealth lies buried in our coal and iron 
mountains, and all the staples for me- 
chanicalindustry aboundin profusion, 
and are to be had at the smallest cost. 
Because of the superior quality of our 
| cotton, and of the greater product to 
the acre, we can have the monopoly 
of its production. With tobacco and 
sugar, and what “else we can make for 
export, we need only labor to pour the 
gold and wealth of the nations 
into the lap of the South. But, 
as Mr. Donono suggests, these 
great results, whieh the future has in 
store for us, can only be realized by 
the exertion of our energies, not by 
any desponding or laggard spirit.

No excuse of authority, precedent or 
law can be given for thus robbing the 
people for the benefit of the bond- 
holders. The greenback issues for 1862 
are convertible into six per cent. 
bonds at the will of the holder. 
no citizen can send his greenbacks to 
Washington and get bonds at par in 
exchange. TheSecretary prefers buy- 
ing up bonds at twenty-three per cent, 
for the benefit of bondholders, to pay- 
ing only interest in coin, and the prin- 
cipal at par for greenbacks, as the law 
alone allows and requires him. If 
greenbacks are what they purport to 
be, legal tenders for everything ex- 
cept interest on the five-twenties and 
import duties, what excuse can be 
furnished for paying them .out at less 
than par for any other purpose? 
Thus are the people wronged. The

The wording of the law scenis‘to warrant 


the office of Internal Revenue now claims 

that aij bankers shall pay, not only the 

special’ livense tax, the percentage 

atamp tax upon all sajias of stocks, and 

that upon the capital they owu and use, 

but that they shall pay this percentage 
——~~ cart as upoR eapital, on all the money em- 
ployed hy them, whether their own ar 
not, in earrying their custgmers’ stocks. 
A broker possessing a capital of ten thou- 
sand dollars, and with deposits in ‘* mar- 
gins” from customers of ninety thousand 
more, wil] sometimes borrow from banks 
or bankers e° hundred thousand dol- 
lars, to “earry’ stocks for his castom- 
ers, depositing the stocks 48 security, It 
has always been supposed by hnsiness 
men and by the officers of Internal Rev- 
enue, that such a broker 4s Hable to the 
** capital tax,” as a banker, upon the ten 
thousand daljars of hisown money con- 
atantly employed in his business, and not 
apon the million of dollars accidentally 
and temporarily so employed. #apkers 
have always been lenders of money; 
*‘capital used in banking” is money kept 
for lending; but (on principle of law or 
common sense the money owned by one 
man andlent to snother can be called 
“ eapital used in banking” in the hands 
of both, and taxed twice as such, is not 
#0 clear.
